Veterinarian's Science is Broadening, Says Dr. Dead-

Blaine Urges War on Poverty 


I 


S the veterinary profession pass- 
ing with 
the 
passing 
of the 


horse? 
Decidedly not, says Dr. 


C. A. Dendman, local veterinarian, 
who is attending the convention of 
the Wisconsin Veterinary Medical 
association, which opened here this 
afternoon with 150 delegates in at- 
tendance. 


"Twenty years ago. when there 


\vas not an automobile in the coun- 
try, the total amount of work done 
by Dane county veterinarians did 
not exceed $15,000 a year. 
Last 


year it would not be over-estimating 
to put the figures at $100,000. The 
veterinary surgeons saved 
them- 


selves by the expansion of their 
science, research in diseases and 
cures, specializing on cattle. 
The 


horse used to be the object of vet- 
erinary science, now the hog, the 
sheep and the cow are most treated. 


Profession Has Developed. 


"The veterinary profession 
has 


developed along many lines in the 
last 15 years; at present it uses 
more vaccines than the physicians. 
And like the crtte branches of the 
medical field, it is concentrating on 
preventive rather 
than 
curative 


treatment. We can prevent cholera 
from wiping out the entire vicinity 
of hogs where before.we were help- 
less. 


"The horse, is not passing nearly 


as rapidly as people believe. In the 
rural 
districts, the veterinarian 


still has a large part of his business 
in treating horses. The complicated 
mechanical working of tractors and 
other farm appliances coupled with 
the big expense makes them imprac- 
ticle for the average small farmer, 
he is still Using heavy horses to do 
his work. 
The light or driving 


horse, it is true, is giving away to 
the auto but in the cities tie fad for 
saddle horses is being revived. 


"The veterinarian in the large city 


or manufacturing neighborhood is 
the one who has been most hit. ,In 
the last few years they now depend 
on the large draying companies, 
saddlchorses, pet dogs, cats, even 
birds for their practice. 
And- they 


are specialists in these lines, for 
nearly every child these days has 
some pet to feed sugar. These pets 
require a great "deal of medical 
treatment because of their inactive 
lives, and the fact that they must be 
kept in the best of condition to be 
safe companions for children." 


Speaking before the 
association 


at tihe Park 'Hotel .Tuesday after- 
noon Gov. Elaine declared that peo- 
ple are afflicted with tuberculosis in 
inverse ration to tiheir income tax 
and the size of the house they live 
in."Tubemdceis," 
declared Gov. 


Blaine, "which in a majority of 
cases is a companion of poverty, can 
never be extinguished until men awl 
women are enabled to earn enough 
money to boy wholesome food and 
live tmder a decant roof., 
"This leads me to 8t«rgest that 


150,000 Americana die of tubercul- 
osis annually, and nearly a million 
more drag, ouf a wretched exis'tence, 
avoiding death from tlhat disease. 
It has been said that "it is a v*™* 
circle of poverty that breeds;''. 
and disease that breede povei . 


"We are endeavoring to fight « 


•vinning fight against poverty. 
It 


s well enough to have pure milk, 
•>ure dairy pixxlucts, and pure food, 
'mt unless people have the. power to 
•purchase wholesome fooos 
from 


•.vhoiesome sources, this vicious cir- 
i'le of poverty will continue. 


"On tihe whole, America is mnJi:- 


ing a siplendid fiprht against poverty. 
'>ut we have 
the 
problems that 


Create poverty still with us, and I 
'.rge you gentlemen, v/hile you are 
:r<nsidfring the scientific questions 
Affecting health, not to overlook the 
Cact that better environments, the 
•bsence of tenements, the necessity 
for life-giving: air, the enlargement 
of opportunities for more general 
prosperity, are essentially neces- 
sary if we are going to.get results 
beneficial to tihose jviho are bearing 
the burden of afflictions of under, 
nourishment and unwholesome liv- 
ing conditions."

twelve sacks of mail, ten of which 
:ontained registered > mail. 
Police 


say that the pouches contained part 
of a federal reserve bank 
money 


shipment which was to have been 
placed on a train leaving for St. 
Paul at 2:30 a. m. 


The mail was waiting at the sta- 


tion to be placed on C. M. and St. P. 
rain No. 55. The bandits surpris- 
ed three postal employes guarding 
:he pouches, forcing them at the 
.icint of guns back into the truck 
while the bandit car drew alongside 
and the 12 mail bags were trans- 
ferred to it. The robbery was ac- 
complished in a few minutes. 


The regular mail bags were com- 


posed solely of city collections, po- 
lice say and registered bags were 
supposed to contain 
currency and 


bonds whose value cannot be esti- 
mated yet 
' 


The police believ-ed the robbery 


was an inside-'"job-as-the bandits 
seemed to have knowledge of the 
bank shipment as well as the time 
the truck would arrive and the num- 
ber of men guarding it. 


Thomas Carter, Richard .J. Sliney, 


and Philip Cahill, postal employes^ 
said the five men, none of whom ap- j 
peared to be more than 20 years of j 
age, 
wore black masks and carried 


out the robbery in such a short time 
that the attention of a watchman 
and a railroad "mail foreman work- 
ing near 'by, was not attracted until 
they were speeding eway in theii 
motor. 


Postal authorities early today 


were unable to 
estimate the 


amount of the loot. They said 
the shipments to the northwest 
which usually go out on the 2:30 
a. m. mail average about S100,- ' 
000 in value, but they consoled 
themselves with the knowledge 
that the Tuesday shipments are 
generally of less value than on 
other days of the week. 
PostaSinspectors spread a net also 


and enlisted the aid .of suburban 
town authorities and'notified.the po- 
lice of nearby cities. 
One o.f the 


first acts of the postal .men was to 
check up on all recently discharged 
mail drivers as the circumstances of 
the robbery convinced the authori- 
ties that it was an "inside job."

The state board of public affairs 


and the emergency board should be 
abolished by the legislature, State 
Treasurer Henry Johnson said to- 
[day, in announcing: that $1,097,000 
in excess of legislative appropriation 
had been granted departments by 
the emergency board during its five 
year existence. 


He described the public 
affairs 


board as useless, and the emergency 
board as a continuous legislature 
which had in a measure usurped the 
legislative function of granting ap- 
propriations. The state's 
general 


fund, he said, had been placed at the 
disposal of practically any depart- 
ment which exceeded its legal ap- 
propriation. 


Treasurer Johnson last Saturday 


refused to sign a request for a grant 
from the emergency board, which 
already bore the signature of Gov. 
Elaine and Secretary of State Hall. 
When called to the governor's office 
to explain, he declared that he would 
no longer rubber stamp requested 
money grants, without at least" a 
meeting of the boa* J. 


Gov. 
Elaine was said to have 


agreed with the treasurer and to have 
declared that the practice would be 
stooped at once. 


The emergency board composed 


of the governor, secretary of state, 
and state treasurer, is empowered, 
upon request made through the state 
board of public affairs, to 
make 


grants from the general fund in ex- 
cess of legislative appropriations.. 


Started with the purpose of tiding 


departments over during emergenc- 
ies caused from without, the board 
turned into a small legislature-with 
power to give-away money to any 
department which exceeded its ap- 
propriation, Treasurer Johnson stat-- 
ed. 


"Under Gov. Philipp the process" 


of granting money to practically 
anyone who asked for it, by merely 
signing a request, was brought to a 
point where the emergency require- 
ment was lost sight of," the treas- 
urer said. "When this was started 
under Gov, Elaine, I thought it time 
to call a halt." 


Request of the 
university 
for 


$206,000 from the genera] fund un- 
der the emergency clause, was re- 
fused recently through the objection 
of Secretary of State Merlin Hull 
RTid Mr. Johnson. Gov. Phil inn bf>d 
already signed the request. The at- 
torney generalT when asked for an 
opinion, upheld the secretary 
of 


state and treasurer in their objec- 
tion. 


"Creation of boards and commis- 


sions has gone on to a point where 
something will s»on have to be 
done," Mr. Johnson said. "State 
officers have become mere rubber 
stamps to approve acts of depart- 
ment and commission heads, and to 
take the responsibility for their mis- 
takes. 


"The state board of public affairs 


is n fifth wheel on our cart," he con- 
tinued. "It serves no purpose that 
the office of the state treasurer could 
not fill."

C. A, Harper, state health 
officer, 


addressing the field workers and 
bureau heads of the department who 
met in annual session today. 


The maternal and child death rate 


incident to birth were cited to show 
the seriousness of the whole child 
welfare problem. 
In the 
United 


States, said the state official, about 
23,000 mothers die yearly 
from 


child bearing conditions, and one- 
half of these deaths are caused 'by 
infections, many of which are pre- 
venta'ble, 


"In Wisconsin," said Dr. Harper, 


"the death rate of mothers from the 
child-bearing causes, of babies at 
birth and the stillborn, and of ba- 
bies up to one year is too high. All 
that can be done within reasonable 
moans to curb this loss of lives of 
mothers and children must be dons."

items on the bill'of fare or menu of 
restaurants and hotels. Some oi 
these terms are: 


Bechamel—A rich cream sauce. 


Invented- by the Marquis De Bech- 
amel, .maitre d'hote! to Louis XIV. 


• Bisque—A dream soup made with 
.fish ox shell fish, usually the latter, 
The word originally applied to a 
form of pigeon soup, of whkh cray- 
fish, was one of the ingredients. The 
word "bisque" survived and is now 
applied to other cream soups. 


Blanc-mange—A pudding or Jelly 


made "of'isinglass, gelatin, calves- 
foot jelly, etc, and milk. 
Starchy 


substances frequently substituted. 


Bouillon—A clear hroth. 
Name 


generally reserved for ; beef .broth 
unless otherwise designated - as 
"clam bouillon" or "tomato bouil- 
lon." 


Canape—Fried or toasted bread, 


spread with any of a great variety 
o? articles, such as fish pastes, etc. 


En Casserole—Service in. coverec 


earthen vessels, usually same one in 
which food was cooked. 


Croutons—Cubes of fried or toast- 


ed bread. Accompany soup. 


Demi-tasse (half 
cup)—Applied 


to a small cup of black coffee. 


Fondu—Melted. 
Goulash—A kind, of meat stew 


that originated in Hungary, now 
popular here both as a restaurant 
item and for home use. Consists 
generally of beef garnished with po- 
tatoes, onions, paprika sauce, etc. 


Julienne—Applied to shredded po- 


tatoes and to a garnish 
of mixed 


vegetable*, such as carrots, turnips, 
celery, etc., cut in thin strips. 


NeWburg—A name generally ap- 


plied to lobster or shrimp cookec 
with sherry, cream and egg yolks 
and served in a chafing dish. 


Pane—Bread crumbed. 
Papillotes (en)—In paper 
eases 


with paper frills, etc. 


Pepper Pot—A national 
soup 


stew of the West Indies, which has 
found much favor in the 
TJnitec 
States, especially in Philadelphia- It 
ia composed of various meats, vege- 
tables, herbs and small dumplings 
well seasoned. In Philadelphia pep- 
per pot tripe'is used as a basis. 


Puree—Soup made from 
vege- 


tables or fish forced through 
strainer, and retained in milk. Gen- 
erally thicker than creamed soups 
"Puree of tomato," etc. 


Ragout—Stew. 
Rissoles—Croquettes enclosed in 


pastry. 


Saute—To cook in small amount 


of, fat. 
Contrasted with frying 


which is the term applied to deep 
fat 'cooking. -^
